Athens, June 29. — Though war 


ha* not yet been declared, the 
Greek government considers that 
a state of war exists since its ad- 
vent to power yesterday. 
The 


recall of the Greek diplomatic rep- 
resentatives accredited to the cen- 
tral powers and their allies is im- 
minent. 


The 
Greek government has 


broken diplomatic relations with 
Germany, Austria-Hungary, Bul- 
garia and Turkey. 


Greece's new war course began 


to shape on June 12 with the abdi- 
cation of King Constantino and 
the access4on of Alexander, his 
second ton, as king. The abdica- 
tion was In effect a dethronement 
of Constantlne, whose pro-German 
attitude had given the 
entente 


endless trouble. 


M. Venlzelos, Greece's leading 


statesman, was summoned back to 
the premiership by King Alexan- 
der. 
He quickly formed a cab- 


inet, and the^re-establlshment of 
Greece's 
constitutional 
govern- 


ment b*g*n after being virtually 
abolished. '

Glasgow, June 29.—In discussing the 


question of peace Premier Lloyd 
George said if the war should be con- 
cluded a single hour before tbe al- 
lied powers reached the end they set 
out \to attain at the beginning of the 
war it would be tbe greatest disaster 
that ever befell mankind. 


"In my judgment," he said, "this 


war will end when the allied powers 
have reached the end they set out to, 
attain wh^n they, accepted tbe chaj- 
lenge.thrown down by Germany Then 
this war ought to come to an end, 
but if It comes to an e£d a .single 
hour before, It will be the greatest dis- 
aster that ever befell mankind. 


"I hear people say that Germany is 


ready to give us a satisfactory peace 
'No doubt you can have .peace at a 
certain price, for no doubt Germany 
wants peace. But it is a peace which 
would give her an economic and other 
control over the country she has in- 
vaded."

VERDUN IS REPULSED 


Crown Prince Has TemporaiT; 


Successes in Aisne District 


—French Win Positions . 


(By Associated Pre**.) 


The Important development at pres- 


ent in military affairs Is the' cumula- 
tive pressure which Gereral rlatg la 
applying to the German lines about 
the coal city and mftje fields ot Lens. 


The operations now seem to have 


taken on a somewhat broader scope, 
suggesting that the British command- 
er is aiming at tbe far flanks of the 
Lent positions in a wide encircling 
movement, while keeping up the posh 
here and there on the Immediate out* 
skirts of the city. 


Capture German Position. 


Some six miles to the south, near 


Oppy, the British test night captured 
a German position on a front of more 
than a mile. Closer to Lens on a 
wide front, south ot the Soucbec riv- 
er, the British continued to gain. They 
have entered Avion within two miles 
of Lens, thus drawing considerably 
tighter tbe lines Immediately about 
the coal town. 
• On the Ftench fronts the Verdun 
district has again sprung into promi- 
nence. The Germans have been man- 
ifesting renewed activity there and 
last night they delivered a powerful 
attack after a heavy bombardment 
on a front of a mile, near the famous 
Hill No. 304, northwest of Verddn. 
They gained a tew footing* but wen 
completely repulsed when tbey re- 
newed their attacks today.

•found Itself Involved In a struggle for 
the rights of the people and when 
Germany meted out Indiscriminately, 
to Brazil the most brutal treatment. 


A dispatch from Rio Janeiro June 9 


said that diplomatic exchanges with 
representatives of the entente powers 
were in progress and that practical re- 
sults might be expected shortly. 


It was added that warships of tbe 


entente would be permitted to visit 
Brazilian ports without adhering to 
time limits imposed by neutrality.

Sleeveless Sweaters

been given as to the proper garments 
to make, but little has been done for 
the sailors, who must be exposed to 
all kinds of weather on the sea. Now 
the Red Cross 16 asking for sleeveless 
sweaters for the sailors and no doubt 
many responses will be received. 


Two hanks of gray knitting yarn are 


necessary for the making 
of 
the 


sweaters Following are the directions 
for same: 
Cast on eighty stitches, knit two, 


purl two stitches tor four Inches; knit 
plain until sweater measures 23 in- 
ches. Then knit 28 stitches, bind oft 
24 stitches, knit five rows on each 
shoulder, cast on 24 stitches. 
Knit 


plain for 19 Inches, purl two, knit two 
stitches for four Inches. Sew up sides, 
leaving nine inches for armholes. 


Use a No 5 celluloid needle.

Has Grown Rapidly In Few 


Year*—Two Method! of 


Financing Followed. 


Since hogs 
afford 
the quickest 


means of Increasing our meat supply, 
continued and extended efforts of pub- 
lic-spirited bankers In furthering tn« 
organization of pig clubs by advancing 
to club members the money needed for 
the purchase of purebred sow pigs is 
doubly desirable at this time, accord- 
ing to Uncle Sam's agricultural ex- 
perts.
